The government charged the 
sue -planes, valued at more than 
$600,000, were bought at a cost of 
1105,000 in December, 1946.

An attack of this kind may be caused 


by any one of three basic conditions—a 
sudden and abnormal demand for in- 
creased work on the part of the heart; a 
sudden decrease in the—amount of blood 
flowing through the coronorary arteries; 
or marked interference with the oxygen- 
carrying power of the blood. 


Thus, attacks may occur both in con- 


ditions which cause overly rapid 'beating 
of the heart and in those which cause it 
to slow and grow feeble. Severe physical 
exercise or emotional stress would be an 
example of the first: hemorrhage, of the 
second. Attacks may also come as a com- 
plication of other diseases, such as high 
blood pressure or toxic goiter, for in- 
stance, which put a heavy load of worfc 
on the heart. 


On the other hand, excessively low 


blocd pressure may be the cause of cor- 
onary insufficiency, not because it puts 
any strain on the heart but simply by 
depriving it of the blood needed to per- 
form its ordinary tasks. Acute lung dis- 
orders, particularly asthma, may also be 
responsible because they interfere with 
breathing and hence lessen the amount 
of oxygen contained in the blood.

effect will usually be the same—an attack 
of pain under the breast bone. This chest 
pain, when due to coronary insufficiency.

Senate todav passed and sent to the 
House the multl-bilhon-dollar Tiift- 
Ellendcr-Wagner housing bill. It is 
designed to encourage the building 
of 15.000,000 new homes by 1958. 


Senate passage of the hotly-dis- 


puted measure by voice vote came 
quietly In sharp contrast to the 
wrangling over the bill during a 
week of debate.

But the earlier scrap is certain 


to be revived in the House. The 
House banking committee stuffed 
Into a pigeonhole a similar bill 
passed by the Senate In 1946 And 
there is plenty of opposition in the 
committee to some parts of the 
new bill.

The bill also provides, among 


other things, for: 


L Extending the Federal hous- 


ing administration's home loan in- 
surance program 11 months, through 
March 31, 1948. The agency could 
Insure an additional $2,000,000,000 
worth of loans, including $400.- 
000,000 worth covered by a stop-gap 
law now on the books. Half of the 
total would be earmarked 
for

would be liberalized. For example, 
after next March 31 there would be 
available to low income families a 
combination of 90 percent loans, 30

3. To spur construction of rental

ing program—the most warmly-dis- 
puted provision of the bill.

by the fifth year, and would contin- 
ue at the latter figure the next 40 
years. 


6. Clearance of city slums. For 


this, the bill authorizes $500,000,000 
to subsidies and 45-year loans total- 
Ing $1,010,000,000.

THE POLICY declaration of the 


bill says private industry "shall be 
encouraged to serve as large a parl 
ef the total (housing) need as it 
can." The public housing program 
Is the exception to this reliance on 
private enterprise. 


Industry representatives and 


some Congress members have 
contended the public housing 
section would "socialite" the 
building industry. Senate foes 
of the provision lost a fight to 
strike it from the bilL Another 
move to do so is expected in 
the House. 


Senate passage came just two 


days short of one year after the 
senate banking committee first ap- 
proved the bill. It got out of com- 
mittee by only a one-rote margin

Stassen said, "American work- 


men as a whole are just as loyal, 
conscientious and sensible as any 
other group of American citizens." 


HE ADDED THAT Taft's view was 


expressed in a labor committee hear- 
ing f*b. 7, 1947. Stassen quoted 
Taft as saying then: "The (union) 
men are more radical than their 
leaders in most cases." 


Differences brought out during the 


formative period of the Taft-Hartley 
law, he said, were: 


"Taft believed that the Norris- 


LaGuardia act should be opened 
ap to permit temporary injunc- 
tions by employers in some cir- 
cumstances against unions." 


Stassen—"I consider that the 


extreme power of temporary injunc- 
tion should not be granted to private 
employers except on the basis of the 
Norris-LaGuardia act." 


On the matter of Industry-wide 


bargaining, Stassen said Taft's view 
"appeared to be that industry-wide 
bargaining should not be permitted."

Churchill Memoirs 
Blame France for 
Czechoslovakia's Fall 


NEW YORK, April 22 (/P)—Win- 


ston Churchill devotes the second 
Installment of his war memoirs to 
the German Invasion of Austria and 
the sacrifice of Czechoslovakia by 
the agreement at Munich. 


The memoirs are being published 


In the United States by Life maga- 
zine and the New York Times. To- 
day's installment, covering 1936- 
1938. 
is titled Part II of "The 


Gathering Storm," the first five 
volumes of the British wartime prime 
minister's war memoirs. 


Churchill criticizes the French 


government for abandoning her 
treaty to fight Germany in the 
event of a German attack on 
Czechoslovakia. He expresses the 
belief that President Edonard 
Benes, of Czechoslovakia, erred 
in yielding to the terms of 
Munich. And he says he always 
has believed thai if Benes had 
defended his territory. France 
would have come to his aid and 
Britain would have moved to the 


""" "assistance of France. 


Churchill also crilkJLws Frime- 


Mlnister Neville Chamberlain and 
the French government for agreeing 
that there should be no consulta- 
tion with the Czechs and for leaving 
Russia out of the conferences both 
•before and at Munich. 
« * * 


HE SAYS THAT as a result of his 


private inquiry into German war ex- 
penditures he persuaded the British 
government in 1936 to launch a 
defense program. However, this was 
Interrupted by the crisis that led 
to the abdication of Edward vIIL 


The foUowing year, Churchill says, 


Joachim Von Ribbentrop, then Ger- 
man ambassador to Great Britain, 
invited him to the embassy and told 
him Germany wanted a free hand to 
expand in Eastern Europe. He says 
that when he told Von Ribbentrop 
England would not agree, the Ger- 
man replied that war was inevitable. 


Churchill discloses that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt made an attempt 
in 1938 to invite representatives 
to Washington to discuss the 
situation on the continent, bat 
that he was rebuffed by Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, who 
wished to pursue his own efforts 
with Germany and Italy. 


News of the German invasion 


of Austria came during a farewell 
dinner Chamberlain gave for Von 
Ribbentrop, who was leaving Eng- 
land to become German foreign 
minister, Churchill says.

THE NEWS WAS brought by a 


British foreign office messenger to 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, who gave 
the message to Chamberlain, The 
meal proceeded, but after coffee Von 
R&bentrop and his wife lingered 
despite the efforts of Prime Min- 
ister and Mrs. Chamberlain to end 
the event, Churchill said.

to muzzle the press.

The Soviet proposal was voted 


down 5 to 2. 
Poland backed 


Russia. China, France, Venez- 
uela and Lebanon joined the 
United States in opposition. 


Soviet Delegate P. D. Morosov 


moved in a United Nations commit- 
tee to add public propaganda of this 
type to a list of crimes of genocide. 
The word genocide is denned here as 
mass destruction of human groups. 


MOROSOV MOVED to add this 


clause: 


"All forms of public propaganda 


(the press, radio, cinema, etc.) aimed 
at inciting racial, national or re- 
ligious enmity or hatred, or aimed 
at provoking commission of the 
crime of genocide." 


He said this amendment was nec- 


essary because history had shown 
that uncontrolled propaganda always 
preceded and facilitated the crime 
of genocide.

HAIFA, Palestine, April 22 WP) — Arab leaders bowed to a Jewish blitz today and agreed to evacuate 


Haifa, one of the most important port cities in the Middle Ea.st.

A Signal Seldom Used 


AMONG advanced^ players 


are a number of situations in which 
certain leads and plays constitute 
signals of a natural nature which. 
however, are not used by most of 
the rank and file. One of these 
applies when the opening lead is 
made from an honor 
sequence. 


Since experts seldom use such open- 
ings except from a three-card se- 
quence, the second lead carries 
special meaning. If it is the high- 
est remaining card of the sequence 
it indicates a desire for a return 
of the higher side suit when your 
partner has the lead, and a second 
lead of the lowest card in the series 
points to a return 
ranking side suit.
